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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner did not avoid addressing the 
applicant's points or try to say that the username was a passord in the last office action. The applicant apparently did not read the 
response to arguments section of the last office action. It clearly identified the biometric data of paragraph 188 as being read on the 
claimed "random principal password" which is now claimed as the "random principal identification". The biometric data of Amdur can be 
part of the alias identity information (along with the password in paragraph 188) as claimed because multiple validation techniques can be 
used together in Amdur as shown in paragraphs 175-179. If the applicant has a more specific way of using the password and random id 
together then such a technique should be specifically claimed. Such an amendment would require further search and consideration though. 
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
